AT LAST THAT "EVIDENCE" 


A 


T LAST the Carson News has published what we 


suppose is the whole or a part of that "document- 


ary evidence," which many weeks ago it claimed to have in 
ita possession, and which was going to convict "Mr. 
Newlands or his friends" of lying about the irrigation 
bill. We have scanned this "evidence" closely, and feel 
constrained to say that it is about the weakest stuff that 
we have ever seen during a journalistic experience which 
probably covers more years than the editor of the News 
has lived. 
.... 


Were It not that the name of the Secretary of Agricul- 


ture appears In it, the "evidence" would not be worthy 
of a moment's consideration, or an inch of space in any- 
reputable newspaper. 
But as it purports to be signed 


by Mr. Wilson we will publish it in full and give it ap- 
propriate notice. It reads as follows: 


"Department of Agriculture. 


Office of the Secretary. 


Washington, D. C. 


July 5, 1902. 


What appeared in the Washington Post of June 29th, 


1902, as being an interview with me, was partly taken 
from some remarks I made one night at a banquet last 
fall. 


The part of the interview that attributes to me an 


opinion regarding Mr. Newlands is Imaginative, pure and 
simple. 


JAMES WILSON, Secretary." 


As either a declaimer or a denial the foregoing, when 


closely analyzed, is a curio. 


In the first place it appears that the intervriew alleged 


to have been forged by Newlands or somebody else was 
published in the Washington Post on June 29th. If that 
alleged interview was not substantially true, the most 
natural thing for Mr. Wilson to do was to correct it 
at once through the columns of the same newspaper in 
which it appeased. He did nothing of the kind. 


Secondly, the communication is not addressed to any- 


body.' It is dated about a week after the publication of 
the alleged interview, and the denial appears In print for 
the first time away out here in an obscure Nevada news- 
paper, more than two months after it is supposed to have 
been written, when a political campaign is on, and when 
It is imagined that it may bolster up the' Republican cause 
—all of which tinges it deeply with suspicion. 


In the third place the alleged communication from Mr. 


Wilson carefully fails to state where the banquet referred 
to took place, and The Journal will supply the omission 
by saying that it was at the residence of Mr. Newlands, 
and that the subject of Mr. Wilson's remarks was irri- 
gation, the guests having been invited by Mr. Newlands to 
consider that subject. 


Next it will be observed that the banquet took place 


about a year ago, long before any political campaign was 
pending, and when Mr. Wilson had no motive in speaking 
otherwise than as he felt. 
f 


Again, he admits that there was an "interview," and it 


will be noted that If he makes any denial at all, it is a 
very feeble one. To make the disclaimer effective he 
should have stated Just what he did say. He merely says 
that the part expressing an opinion of Mr. Newlands is 
purely "imaginative." That can be said, in a measure, of 
almost any Interview that appears In a newspaper, unless 
the party interrviewed dictates and revises the language. 
A general interview is always written up by the reportei 
in his own way, and he places his own interpretation upon 
what Is said. 


In this case it may be remarked that the Washington 


Post is one of the leading newspapers of the country, and 
It la perfectly absurd to believe that such a newspapei, of 
Republican leanings, and published in Waashington would 
deliberately misrepresent Secretary Wilson. If there is 
anything wrong in the interview it is a matter between 
Mr. Wilson and the Washington Post—a matter which 
ought to have been settled at the time. It concerns Mr. 
Newlands not at all. 


The Imporatnt fact is that Nevada's Representative has 


been laboring upon the irrigation question for the last 
fourteen years, and spent thousands of dollars of his own 
money In the work long before Mr. Roosevelt ever pub- 
licly opened his lips upon the subject, and even before 
he had any national standing whatever. The people of 
Nevada care very little about what some eastern Repub- 
lican now say with reference to Mr. Newlands' efforts 
on behalf of irrigation. They know what he has actu- 
ally done and they appreciate it. 


If the News has any more such "evidence" we hope to 


•ee It published at once. 
The Journal will gladly aid in 


circulating it.
